MBIHODOIDGy 



Data on numbers of graduates, other bcnpleters, and enrollment were 
provided tiitcwi^ the Oaroon Core of Data (CCD) Survey, Part V (State 
Nonf iscal R^^ort) . Ihe CCD surveys are an annual collection of basic 
information oh the universe of public schools. The State Ntanfiscal R^rt 
includes information on enrollment, staffing, and graduates. The CTD 
surveys are conducted by the <^hter for Education Statistics with th;^ 
assistance of the Stkte education agencies (SEAs) in the 50 States, the 
District of Ooluinbia, and ti^ outlying areas uixler U.S. jurisdiction. 
Data from outlying areas are hot incLxaded here, but are available x:ipon 
request. !lhe data derived fron the administrative records in each 
State. 



In (xnpiling these data fron administrative record systems, eadi SE^ 
obtains fall enrollment r ep ort s -frcm tiie local education agencies (I£2^) 
that operate public schools. Since each SE^ toses various collection 
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mattioddlogies to cbtain lix'*^'^ data, tbs "as of dates'^ for enrollneht 
ocunts nay vary frcn Statfa state. Eacb SEA inay edit or exaodiie the 
-individual xepJeta^ befoce ocns^xxting State totals. Upon receipt of the 
data fixn iaach State, CBS edits the r^crts vising a machine edit procedure 
to cfaedc for internal and longitudinal ccnsistency. Questicnable entries 
axe rstumad to the SE& for verification or correction before 
piifalkattion. 

Graduation rates for 1983t84 and 1984-85 are those published in the 
State Education Statistics Sc^aaeht (also known as "Ohe VfeHl Ciiart") , 
pci^ared by tba Oe^)actiaent*s office of Planning, Budget and Evaluation. 
rOM gaAxatiai rates presented there are derived ftxm the CCD data ran 
enrollment and nuniser of graduates. ^Ibe rates are adjiisted for secondary 
sdioQl students who are not classified by grade and for interstate 
inigraticn. In tiie adjusted figures, the nuniser of ninth-grade students 
used as the base includes the prorated share of xandassif ied secondary 
school students for each State. The pebjentage that ninth-grade 
enrollmant ccnprises of the ninths to twelfth-grade enrollment is e^^iied 
to t^ unclassified secondary counts and then this figure is added to the 
ninth-grade ccunt. Tb etdjiist fair interstate nigbation, -Qie number of 
ninth-grade studente is multiplied by a migration factor. The migration 
factor is calculated for each State as a ratio, jOoobb elements are: the 
14- to IS-year-olds in 1983 as the numerator; and the 11- to 13-year^lds 
in. .1980 as the denicndnatqr. (The numerator is based on the Current 
Peculation Survey; the denominator is based on the 1980 Census.) 

Graduation rates for 1980-81, 1981-82 and 1982-83 were calculated by 
CES based on the CCD data using the methodology described above.

EnrollHienfc data are the undi^licated headcounts of students whose 
names were entered on the roll of the school or USA as of October 1 of the 
sdx»l year. The recrular dav^sdioot graduates are the nuoober of students 
receiving a high school diplcraa ficcm the' regular day-school p rogr am in the 
given school year. Other ooipleters are those students receiving a high 
sdusol diploma or its equivalent fron other programs (e.g. GEDs, and adult 
evening schools) . 

KESFCNSE ItHTES 

Altba#i sfsveral States did not report the nunber of "other 
ccBopleters," survey re^xnses were obtained frcm all States and the 
District of Columbia for edl years presented. 

UMTCAXICNS 

The graduation rates presented here reflect the nuaber of public 
school graduates ais a percentage of the coere^xxiding- ninth-grade 
enrollment and are adjusted fibr interstate migration and unclassified 
. stu dgtts . There is no adjustment for other factors such as transfers to 
and fraa private schools, students who do not advance fton grade to grade 
at the normal rate, and the like. The graduation rate should not be used 
as a proxy for dropout rates.
